The Tourist Committee spent som 
time making a study of the Alask 
Highway. There is much popular in 
terest in this road because of th. 
histurica] back ground and because o. 
tive appeal it makes to those who sees 
a new adventure, A trip along thi 
modernly tbuilt gravelled highway 
would take the tourist into the un- 
known remote places of the Grea. 
North country. The highway from 
Dawson Creek, B.C., to Fairbanks 
Alaska, is about 1,221.4 miles lon. 
and its cost to the U. S. A, govern 
ment was about 140 millions of doi 
lars, It was turned over to Canad: 
as a gift but the upkeep and improve 
ments necessary to keep the road i: 
siape will cost about a million do! 
lars a year. 

There are several bad places wher 
the road will meed to be re-located. 
The road is in most places 26 feet wide 
with 20 feet of gravelled surface and 
the grades are not very steep. There 
are 200 bridges on the highway whos¢ 
span is more than 100 feet clear. 


| About 80 of these are of steel or pre 


fabricated wood and are permanent

At present tourists and thos. 
travelling for pleasure cannot ob 
tain a pass to use the road.

expected that in 1947 facilities suci.

be arranged for so that by, 1948 nor- 
mal] facilities will be available for all, 

The road goes through hunting and 
fishing areas, (There is valuable tim- 
ber along the road and_ there are 
great mineral prospects on the nerth- 
ern end. 

The road has some military value 
as it is a land route from U_|S.A. to 
Alaska and it also is a guide and 
supply route for military planes fly, 
ing to the Orient. It provides an out- 
let for the people living in that far 
northern wegion, It has an attraction 
for the tourist who has not had a hol- 
iday for years and can spend two or 
three months on the trip. A hunting 
lodge is being established 500 miles 
north of Fairbanks, Alaska. Several 
national parks are being arranged 
for, Access roads are needed, The 
British Columbia government is now 
building what is being called the 
“Pine Pass Highway” across the

The Peace, Conference}. 


As | See It

( By REV. WALTER E, SIEBER) 

Representative statesmen of 21 
United Nations are meeting in Paris 
trying to formulate Peace “Treaties” 
(7?) to be imposed on the conquered 
peoples of Europe. These meetings are 
more marked iby fightings among the 
peacemakers than by calm and coo) 
deliberations thus giving proof that 
the mental and spiritual background 
indispensible to peace does not exist 
even among the United Nations, It 
does not augur well for the future, 
nor a lasting peace. 

Simply to refrain 
each other is mot peace. At best it 
is a state of non-violent warfare, 
Peace is not a matter of shooting, or 
not shooting, It finds its basis only 
in a friendly, courteous and sympath- 
tic relationship among the peoples ot 
the world. Bad relationships create 
enmities and enmities create wars, 

Some members of the Pace Con- 
ference seem to think of the Peace 
Conference table in terms of a board- 
ing hhouse table whence personal sur- 
vival depends on each one’s ability to 
srab as much as the arm can reach 
and to get it before the other fellow 

«as a chance. Having wolfed up 
everything within reach in the oc- 
:upied territory under their own con- 
trol they are sitting at the Peace 
able licking their chops for antici- 
pated delectables yet to come. 

Industrial equipments, territorial] 
innexations, natural resources, com- 

pulsory labor of scientists and just 
ommon slave labor, to’ say nothing 
of financia] resources, are among the 
spoils taken from the vanquished 
inder the more euphonious name of 
‘reparations,” This will do much to 
prolong the misery and suffering of 
she conquered peoples. It is also in 
lirect. contradiction to the principles 
if the Atlntic Charter so loudly pro- 
laimed and praised duing the period 
f actual] fighting. 

Nor is it likely, to discourage future 
war-makers to look and see how 
handsomely victory can be made to 
vay in that something called national] 
zlory and prestige. 

Underlying the task of making 
peace is the ‘prevention of the growth 
oy development of another great resere 
voir of ‘bitterness created by a sense 
of injustice, and, to give no cause Tur 
further needless suffering and hard- 
ship. Re-education of people cannot 
be imposed upon them from without 
against their will, The right spirit. 
ual and emotional attitude must ex- 
ist between teacher and pupil ere the 
pupil is likely to learn anything. 

The writer can only conceive of two 
possible roads that would lead to a 
sure and lasting peace, 

One would be to deprive the con- 
quered people of every vestige of selfs 
government—loca], municipa] and 
state-wide. Government must be by 
strong military dictatorship with a 
large “Gestapo”’force to ferret out 
and destroy malecontents, They must 
also be reduced to such economic 
slavery as to prevent them ever again 
raising their dead in national self- 
respect. Conditions must perpetu- 
ally be maintained that will not allow 
them the remotest chance of ever giv- 
ing expression to any feeling of ree 
senment or injustice, In this way open 
warfare might be prevented, 

Are we, ourselves willing to pay 
the price such a course would exact? 
A large army of occupation; and what 
national degeneration in ourselves 
would be involved in such a course? 

Let us not deceive ourselves again. 
Resentment and bitterness invariably 
accompany defeat and will certainly 
not be erased iby compelling the van- 
quished to pay “the utmost farthing” 
in reparation, however just such a 
course would be. (The rea] causes of 
war and peace lie in the hearts of 
men—not in treaties, Treaties only 
express what the heart of man de- 
sires, 

The alternative road to lasting peace 
looks even more hopeless at present, I 
conceive it somewhat after this maa 
ner: Hand back the sword to the 
vanquished, Fix the blame for the war 
on conditions of relationships that ex- 
fisted among the nations for decades

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Farm Problems In Britain 


MORE THAN A YEAR has passed since the war in Europe ended, At 
that time there was expectation of an early relaxation of wartime controls 
and of other demands which had been made on the people because of the 
urgent needs of the times. World conditions, however, have been slow to 
improve, and in the case of food the situation has become increasingly 
critical. Farmers everywhere are being called upon to help in this emerg- 
ency, and there has been little relief for them from the pressure of the | 
war years. A recent article published by the British Ministry of Informa- | 
tion tells of the ways in which farmers in Britain are being called upon to | 
meet the present food situation. The article says in part: ‘In wartime 
the food policy in the United Kingdom aimed to provide as adequate a 
diet as possible for the human population, while restricting to the maximum 
extent practicable the strain upon merchant shipping tonnage. In curry- 
ing out that policy, it was essential that there be full control of supplies 
at every stage from producer to consumer, Thus the utilization of land, the 
proportion of grass and tillage, the crops grown, the disposal of crops, pur- 
chases of feeding-stuffs, and the marketing and slaughter of livestock were 
all brought under strict control.”

“Farmers were made to grow wheat, potatoes, | 
Made To Grow sugar beet, and other crops for human consump- 
e tion to an extent dictated by the nation’s needs, 
Certain Crops and, having grown the crops, farmers were not 
allowed to use any of them for feeding to livestock, with the exception of 
portions that were judged by Government agents to be unfit for human | 
consumption. The maximum proportion of tailings and screenings which | 
could be used by the producer was fixed by law. Farmers were not only 
forbidden to feed to their livestock any crops suitable for human consump- | 
tion, but were also forbidden to sell either bread grain or fodder to any 
purchasers other than merchants approved by the Ministry of Food. These 
sales of fodder grains, together with the oilseed cakes, wheat offals, and 
other by-products of oilseeds and grain imported for human consumption, 
constituted a pool out of which supplies were rationed to essential live- 
stock. This resulted in drastic decreases in the numbers of pigs and poul- 
try kept by farmers, but it also allowed increased grain supplies for human 
consumption. With peace came two main relaxations: the abolition of 
compulsory directions for wheat growing, and an increased allocation of 
foodstuffs for pigs and poultry. But, now, a year after the end of the war 
in Europe, Britain has reimposed or is about to reimpose both of these 
restrictions. Farmers have not been released from their obligation to sell 
all the millable grain and edible potatoes that they grow, and sales of 
fodder grains still have to be made only to approved buyers, so that the 
total supply can be kept under control and directed to the livestock which 
it is most desired to maintain in order to maximize food supplies to meet 

the world food crisis.”

and that a good deal of their farm machinery needs replenishing at a time 
when dollars cannot be spared to buy new American machines, a good deal | 
of labor has been lost through the repatriation of prisoners of war and the 
demobilization of many in the Women's Land Army. Notwithstanding 
these disheartening conditions, it is quite clear that the United Kingdom 
farmer is going to fight the famine with the same intensity with which he 
fought the war.”

Going on to eye troubles which can | 
be incurred after childhood, our| 
authority advises that industrial 
workers should always use protective 
glasses when necessary and should 
have proper illumination at their 
work. These precautions will pre- 
vent accidents and avoid eye strain. 
However, in case of an_ accident, 
foreign bodies should be removed as 
quickly as possible. 

Iritis, caused by infected teeth or 
gums, is much too common, and 
could be avoided by proper dental 
care. Sinus and tonsil infections} 
after childhood also affect the eyes. 

Lack of vitamins in the diet dur- 
ing childhood may show up later as 
red lids, red watery, irritable eyes | 
and poorer vision, <A diet of milk, 
cheese and butter, whole wheat 
bread and citrus fruits may prevent 
and cure these troubles. 

Venereal disease can cause several 
eye complaints and can lead to blind- 
ness. However, the eyes can be 
saved with prompt treatment. 

Blurred vision may be due to glau- 
coma, or may merely indicate the 
need of glasses. In case of the former, 
early treatment is of value. Some- 
times an operation is indicated. 

Diabetes can lead to formation of 
cataracts, but early diagnosis of this

fertility is lower. The chances of 
his making wrong decisions, which 
may lead to severe losses, are there- 
fore much greater. In these cir- 
cumstances it has become imperative 
for the farmer to develop the effi- 
ciency of his farming by every 
means available to him. 

Many activities of the modern 
farmer contribute to the efficiency 
and success of his business. One of 
the most important of these is the 
keeping of accurate and fairly com- 
plete farm accounts. A_ business 
without bookkeeping may be com- 
pared to a watch without hands 
It may go, but there is no way of 
telling how well or how badly. 

If farm acvounts are properly 
kept and analyzed, they will eventu- 
ally lead to a better understanding 
of the whole farming enterprise, 
and in this way to continual im- 
provements, greater efficiency and 
higher profits. Farmers will be 
amply rewarded for the time spent 
on keeping books.
